Joy Liner La/chmbnt and Schooner 
Collide Near Block Island, R. I; 



EXTEND THE TOIL UNES 



Hushing toffcthfr in the t colli of nn icy 
«nlo wliich had lashed the sen to fury, the 
ulenmboat Lurch mont of the Joy linn anil 
tho Hurry Knowlelon, a thrce-mniited 
schooner, coal laden, sank shortly beforo 1 
o'clock Tuesday morning off Watch Hill, 
fifteen miles from Block Island, 11. 1. Tho 
latest oilimute places the number of dead 
nt 188.- 

Of iisi approximate total of 150 nausea- 
Vers on tho Joy liner, nearly nil plunged to 
death beneath the icy waters or died from 
exposure in a desperate . struggle to row 
nshorc. 

Of tho crow of fifty, seven, including 

Captain Georga McVey, reached shore in n 

long boat after one of the moil thrilling 

battlei ugniiiit zero cold and n ragimr »e.v 

.ever told along the eastern tosut. 

Captain Frank T. Haley of the schooner, 
with his crew of six men, loft their ship at 
n point three miles from shore unri rowed 
1 in -safety, to the life-saving station at 
Weekapang. Several had frozen feet and 
hands and three were unconscious when 
their a mall boat was ea*t far up on shore 
by n hugh roller. 

* Scenes and tuiiTcring of nn indescribable 
character marked the collision and the at- 
tempts ut rescue. Men and women, driven 
frantic by the bitter winds, which, sprny- 
lodon, swept ever tho.frail boats, gave up 
the Htnigirlit and leaped into tho sea. Men 
had-to i-'ive up tho oan because of thccold. 
uud dozens, fell prostrate in tho bottom of 
the little craft .and lay there until swept 
into the towering seas, or until the boats 
were washed upbore. ■ 

Thaifirst news of the disaster reached 



shore when it lifeboat of the Larch mont 
drifted into Block Is lend harbor. 

In the boat wore sevunil bodies of men 
who had died from the effects of long hours 
of exposure to iidcalh-denliiifr temperature. 
In the boat also were eleven men whoso 
suffering was so intense that they seemed 
oblivious to tho fait thai death was in 
llieir midst, and that they had escaped only 
bj virtue of lliclr ability to.^ithsland the 
rigor of zero wcuthcr in nn" open bout at 
»en. 

Following closely in tho wake of tho soli- 
tary lifeboat came bodies, cast' upon tho 
beach by angry waves. Then came life- 
boats nod rafts. Each of them bore its 
burden of grim deathman well as a load of 
suffering ho inanity, and each hrouixbt a 
tain of horror, of suffering and of despair. 

Of the niho boata and rafts which loft 
tho Larch mont, each laden la its capacity 
with f run tic passengers nnd crew mouther*, 
only two bad men at the oars. The others 
had drifted hopelessly in the raging wnvc» 
and, Ice- coaled and awash with water, piled 
np on the beach where men awaited them. 
Some contained a dozen bodies,. Others 
contained men, women nnd children with 
legs; hands and faces frozen. 

One of the boats which was rowed ashore 
reached Ulock Island at fl o'clock. Five 
men lay unconscious in the bottom • of tbe 
craft. Ono had cut bis throat on tho way 
'asboro. Ho stood up'in his delirium and 
laughed as lie drew tho razor across Ids 
threw:. No one in the boat had tho 
strength to restrain him. 

Within a short time after the collision 
both the steamor and schooner were on 
the shore and wave* were washing over 
theru.

Chicago Telephone Company Decides Not to 
Wait for Franchise from County Board 

' After waiting many Jen re to get per- 
mission in tho nature of n franchise from 
tlie county- board, the Chicago Telephone 
Company has seized the bull by. the horns' 
nnd Is to do work in extending its lines 
into Lake County without tho franchise 
from tho board which it hoped to obtain. 

After figuring on I be matter n long time 
the tele phono compnny hus determined to 
Its own natlsf action that rr a Company it 
does not any more have to bavo a franchise 
from tho comity hoard than docs the ordin- 
ary farmers! line which buiUls n line be* 
Lween two towns. 

They state that all that is necessary to 
build n line into the country is to got a per- 
mit from the farmers in front of whoso 
property a pole is to beset. If he gives 
that permission, they claim that is all that 
is necessary. 

In the carrying out of this interpretation 
of conditions, the company is now taking 
stops to give better toll service in Lake 
county, fully explained below. 

The congested condition of the -ingle toll 
lino.lendtng in to Waukegan is at Inst to be 
remedied by tho Chicago Telephone Co. 

Two new toll lines nro to be built ono 
running to Fox Lake, taking in Luke Villa, 
Antioch, nnd other lako points while tlie 
other is to run to Gurnee where it will 
connect with I be Millburn nnd Antioch 
lino. Tho line to Fox Lake is already un- 
der construction and will he rushed to im- 
mediate completion. The other line will 
noon be under process of conBlnndion- and 
will bo completed sometime in the early 
summer. 

The construction of theae two toll lines 
will bo of the most vital importance to tbe 
county ns in the present' condition which 
lia% pre vailed for some time, nil the'mes- 
snges from tbe lake region hail to come 
over tho Bingle Liberty ville wire. At 
times tbe Una wns so congextcri Unit j I was 
practically impossible to, get connected 
with any party in that region. • 

In case a connection could he established 
with a party, tho person making tho call 
would often have to wait as long as an 
hour before receiving notice that the lino 
wus not busy.

Plant fleets Fatal Accident

A slip, whim stnnding on a box from 
wliich he $its tnkinu voltago readings and 
a striifiale to recover himself, during which 
he grabbed a live wire, caused the death 
of John Doyle, engineer at the power plant 
of the North Shore Electric Company on 
Spring street, Wuukegan, Monday morn- 
ing at ten minutes to eleven. 

Twenty- three hundred volts of electricity 
passed throuph Doyle's body, and, although 
tlm utmost efforts were made to revive him, 
Alio shock Imd been too great. Almost 
instant death resulted. 

The exact natuie of tho accident is not 
known, except that Doyle slipped, and in 
ivtlempti mr to save himself, grabbed or hit 
the' live wire. Then, falling back, his 
head struck an angle bar upright and n 
contact wasformed. 

Doyle was taking voltage data and was 
standing on a box. Near him stood Geriild 
Musser. an electrical engineer in i the em- 
ploy of the compnny in Fvanston, who was 
working with him. 

Tho supposition is that Doyle received n 
slight hhock and jumped back. In jump- 
ing ho slipped. Instinctively ho grubbed 
with bis bund and seizud a heavily charged 
wire, called the 'hus wire. Still falling, 
his head struck the angle bur, the contact 
wus made and the entire charge of i!300 
volts passed through bis boily. 

Doyle was immediately taken down hy 
Musser, who carried him across the room

Boynton, 
Gourley nnd Hollows arrived and all four 
worked aver the injured man font long 
time. 

Finally it was seen that tho work was 
hopelesn, so tho Larson k Conrad ambu- 
lance was culled and the body was taken to 
tho home nt the corner of Juniper and 
Water streets. 

Doyle had been engineer at the power 
plant for the last Iwelvn ypars. He was a 
competent enttincer nnd had a name of be- 
ing very careful around tho plnnt. He 
had at least on two occasions saved the life 
of ehipliiycs who have been severely shocked 
at tbe plant and his death is, therefore, 
tho-ninre regretted, 

W. S. Tuiiitor, superintendent in Wau- 
kegnn, stated thnt death "wiis; a Bad acci- 
dent nnd that the supposition was that 
Doyle had slipped us 'related above. Ho 
stated l lint Doyle had always stood high in 
the esteem of the company! had boon 
known as a very careful man,. and that his 
death wns a deep regret. 

Mr. Do> la is survived by his wife and 
three children, Haymond, nged fl; Harold, 
aged 4, and Marcella, aged 3. " Ho is also 
survived by -his mother, four sisters and 
six brothers in Milwaukra.

Be Acted Upon. 



Springfield.— Little will, bo accom- 
plished by the senate this week. Leg- 
islation will not suffer as a con so- 
ouence of tho brief session, as tho sen- 
ate is gradually clearing Its calendar 
of bills and there Is not a hill from tho 
lower Iioubo awaiting 'action by tho 
upper hody.

To foresUilF'On- expected attempt to 
bring nbont tlievromoval of the stato 
library from tho capital building to the 
"University of Illinois, Representative 
Hclnl Introduced a bill In tho house 
providing for tho creation of 
a stato library board, to have mi- 
permanently la the Btato house.

Springfield.— I III nolB shippers will ho 
provided with nn nbundnnco of freight 
cars for tho shipment of coal and 
othor products If n hill Introduced in 
tho Bonnto by I. M. Llsh, cf Saunomln,, 
becomes a law, It la a demurrage) 
measure drawn along lines of bills on 
this* subject that aro before legisla- 
tures In other Btntes. 

It amends the uct In relation to tho 
operation of railroads by providing 
that upon written request of any ship- 
per to furnish one or more freight enrs 
to bo loaded for shipment tho railroad 
company shall within seven days 
thereafter, Sundays nnd legal holidays 
excepted, place at tho named londlng 
point the car or cars so required. 
For each 24 hours' delay or fraction 
thereof on tho part af Iho company 
niter <ho time limit, It shatl became, 
indebted to the shipper In tho sum of 
one dollar for each and every car de- 
manded, 

It- la further provided that when a 
shipper makes written application to a 
railroad company to furnish oho or 
more freight cars, specifying a future 
day, giving not less titan seven days' 
notice, then It shall bo tho duty of tho 
railroad company to furnish such car 
or cars on tho day specified In the ap- 
plication. 

It la mode the duty of (.ho person or 
persons receiving loaded cars to un- 
load them within 48 hours after they 
have been placed at tho proper place 
for unloading or* pay ono dollar for 
eadh 24 hours thereafter. 



State Merit Bills Introduced. 

The Btato civil service commission 
bills wore introduced by Mr. McKen- 
zle, chairman of the committee on this 
BUbject, Thrco measures were sent In, 
two of which relate to placing city and 
county civil service bonrdB under the 
supervision of the state commission. 
They are Intended to give tho state 
commissioners tho right to remove a 
city or county merit-rule commlssion- 
f.- tor cause. . . 

A third bill contains amendments to 
tho state merit law, prepared by the 
commission. Tho main amendment 
gives the chief examiner the right to 
receive applicants for places In the 
state service from nonresidents of 
Illinois, In Introducing the bills Mr. 
McKonzle explained that he offered 
them at the request of the state com- 
mission. 



Labor to Press Legislation. 

Legislative measures more especially 
favored by organlzod labor of tho stato 
will bo pressed during the present 
session of tho legislature by one of 
the largest labor lobbies that has over 
devoted Its. undivided attention to that 
purpose. This was decided on at a 
preliminary conference of nearly a 
score of labor leaders of tho state. 
A big labor convention, Including all 
or the labor unions of tho state, em- 
bracing nearly 500,000 workers, will 
In all. probability ho held la Spring- 
field the latter part of this month, and 
tako action on tho legislation most 
favored. 

During the session organized labor 
will use' Its powerful influence to ae- 
cure a repeal of the 40 per cent, clause 
of the present prison labor law.

Governor Deneen Issued a requi- 
sition for. the return to Chicago 
of Frank Williams and Sam Jones, 
under arrest at St Louis, Mo,, on a 
charge of burglary. Tho men are ac- 
cused of breaking into and robbing 
a shop conducted by Hannah. Carrls In 
Chicago "on February 1 lasL It Is 
charged that they stole a large quan- 
tity of men's clothing and other arti- 
cles, including £5 revolvers and .45 
razors, 



Blow to Sunday Amusements. 

Sunday amusement enterprises are 
given a bard blow In a bill Introduced 
by Mr. Clark, Democrat, of Vandnlla, 
which provides that "whoever keeps 
or maintains either by himself, agent 
or employe, on the first day of tho 
week, commonly called Sunday, any 
place of amusement In any building, 
park, grounds or Inolouure of any kind 
to which an admission fee la charged, 
olther directly or indirectly, shall bo 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall bo 
lined not to exceed the sum of $200 
and nny. shift, device or BUbterfuge to 
evade title act shall be deemed a vio- 
lation hereof."

Naturally the talk of war with Japan is 
nil jingoism, und a very poor quality of 
jingoism nt that.

At 
the same time, the Yellow Peril as regards 
Japan is a real menace. This is made 
plain by the report of tho Commissioner- 
General of Immigration who has recently 
returned to Washington from the Hnwanan 
Islands and who made a special study of the 
Japanese situation in California. He snya 
that the menace of tho Japanese in vat ion 
is not military, but industrial. The Jap- 
anese is not like the Chinaman. Ue does 
not take a laundry on the corner and Btay 
there until he accumulates enough money 
to return to' Japan, but ho comes with a 
readiness to take any position however 
menial that wilt give him a start in life, 
and this once attained, there is nothing in 
tho way of trade, business or profession- 
thot he considers beyond his reach. The 
situation on the Pacific coast where in spite 
of their protean mrainst social equality they 
are continually inviting the coming of Jap- 
anese laborers is simply thij. Tho Jap 
couios to this country and takes a. position 
ua a laborer, and by industry and frugality, 
for tbe nalion possesses both in a high de- 
gree.-.ha soon obtains enough money to buy 
tha farm on whieh be is working, or an- 
other in the immediate neighborhood, to 
start an opposition business as a black- 
Bmitn, a contractor, or a mechanic of some 
sort,' or possibly to a tend a professional 
school and branch out aa a dontist, a doctor 
or a lawyer.

This Is the largest single girt over 
made tor any social or philanthropic 
purpose in tho history of tho race, 
according to tho statement of the 
hoard in its letter of thanks to the 
donor. Tho girt wna announced In 
a letter banded tho secretary, Dr. 
Wallace Huttrlck, when tho board met 
Thursday afternoon. 

Tho -hoard members present who 
olgned tho letter or thanks wore Fred- 
erick T. Gates, chairman; George Fos- 
ter Pea body, 1 treasurer; Dr, Wallace 
Buttrlck, nccretary; Robert C. Og- 
den, J, O, Rockefeller, Jr.: Albart 
Shaw, Starr J. .Murphy, Edward A. Al- 
derman and Dr., Harry Pratt Judson. 
•Dr. Judson Is acting president of the 
University of Chlcngo. 

It Is tho plan of tho board to raise 
the fund to ?50.00u\000. The addition- 
al donations aro expected from other 
rich men, friends of tup Rockefellers 
who are in tores ted with him In his 
charitable enterprises. 

Rockefeller's Gifts to Education. 

John D. Rockefeller's glfta to educa- 
tion have now reached tho great total 
of $79,000,000,- distributed ns follows: 

University of Chicago, 521,000,000; 
Rush Medical college, 50,000,000: 
other colleges (estimated), 510,000,- 
000; general education board, original 
gift. $10,000,000; general eduenlian

ALEXANDROVSKY OF PENZA 
' SHOT DOWN BY ASSASSIN. 



Younn Terrorist Also Kills Two Po- 
licemen, Then Fatally Wounds 
Himself. 

Fonzn, Itiuisla. — S. A. Aloxnn-" 
drovsky, governor of Penza, , was 
shot nnd killed by a young man as he 
wna leaving the theater Thursday 
night-. )u a doopernlo at torn pi to on- 
capo' tin; assassin also killed tho ns- 
olBtunt chief of pollco and a police- 
man nnd wounded tho manager of the 
theater, Hotoro tho terrorist could 
he captured ho shot hlmsolf. dying 
Inter In tho hoapltnl. 

Tho assassin was not identified. The 
bullet r. which he used In bin revolver 
were subsequently discovered to bo 
poisoned. 

M. Alexandrovflky was well known 
as chief commissioner of tho Red 
Cross in the field during the war tie- 
tweon Russia and Japan, Ho was nlso 
Russian commissioner to tho SL 
Louis world's fair. He had. Just 
stopped out of tho door of tho theater 
when a youth pushed hla way through 
tha crowd nnd shot him In tho neck, 

Tho assistant chief of pollco, .who 
wna standing near the ,door of tho 
theater, tried to draw his revolver, 
but wufi Bltot'Vlend by tho terrorist. 

Seeing that it was Impossible to get 
through the crowds outside tho build- 
ing tho murderer dashed Into tho 
theator, firing wildly. Tho manager 
attempted to grapple with the mur- 
derer, who fired at him, but missed 
and kilted n policeman who was in tho 
lino of fire. In n second attempt to 
capture tho assassin tho manngcr was 
severely wounded. 

The terrorist fiod through what ho 
evidently believed to bo one of tho 
exits, but found himself In tho wo- 
men's cloak vuom. An nttendant. 
realising the situation, pointed to 
soma stairs as n means of egress, nnd 
as soon a:; the no3PssIn disappeared 
the attendant locked tho door behind 
him. Tho stairs, however, led only to 
a loft and the munlorer subsequently 
was found there unconscious from a 
bullet wound, fmm which ho died. 

Tho deceased governor wna head of 
tho Red Crasn service In the field In 
the wnr between Russia and Japan. 
In February, 190-1, he started tor tho 
far cast and established his hendqunr- 
ters at Harbin, In December, 1904, 
ho was replaced by Prince VusBlIItch- 
koff at the head of Red Cross In tho 
field. Alcxandrovsky'a removal, It 
was undcrstocd nt tho lime, was duo 
to scandals in connection with tho 
Red Cross service.

Panama.— Tho following dispatch 
from President Donllln of Honduras 
wna sent in reply to a mesango asking 
tor the Honduras aide or the.aolual 
conflict with Nicaragua: 

"Tegucigalpa, Fob. 11,— Nicaragua to 
concentrating a considerable 'armod 
force upon tho frontier of Honduras 
■without having made a declaration or 
wnr. Wo are assured an Invasion will 
toko place soon. Honduras is ready 
to repel tho movomont.— Manuol Bon- 
Ilia." 

A well-known Central American 
morchant, whole familiar with the po- 
lltlcnl designs of the various republics, 
Informed tho correspondent Monday 
night that President Zolayn or Nicara- 
gua, believing ho holds tho balance 
of power In Central America, wants 
to put tho matter to a teat, and that 
he will oppose intervention by tho 
United States. 

San Salvador.— The roprescntntlvo 
of the proas spoke to tho president- of 
Salvador, J oho Eacalon, Monday, re- 
garding tho Honduro-Nlcnraguan 
trouble. The prosldonl pointed out 
that tho difficulty was distinctly con- 
fined to Honduras nnd Nicaragua. Sal- 
vador v stood aa a friendly mediator to 
both countries. Tho court of arbitra- 
tion met la Saa Salvador, and Salva- 
dor waa a signatory or tho Corlnto 
agreement. The court of arbitration 
was dissolved < because Nicaragua re- 
fused to obey the order of the court 
that the forces on the frontiers al both 
countries bo disarmed. Tho terma ot 
the Corlnto agreement have thua been 
broken, , Salvador, President Eacalon 
continued, Is making eyory effort to 
preserve peace, and sho is at ono 
with the United States, Mexico, Guate- 
mala and Costa Rica to this end.

In tho ex tensive plain of tho Field 
or Mars, over a largo part ot "which 
tho Homo or the Renaissance, na well j 
as ot more modem times, has spread 
Itself, there was In tho tenth century j 
amongst the countless remains of 
ancient greatness, a statttn existing, 
which pointed with ono finger to tho 
l^roimd.

These proved eventually to he por- 
tions of the pediment of tho tnmoua 
sun-dial or Augustus, hut It can easily j 
be imagined what astonishment, and 
what nttempts at explanation, these [ 
strange and curious objects ( callod 
Tortb at tho time. It has slnco been 
ascertained thnt tho figure with tho 
finger pointing earthwards represent- 
ed tho setting sun, whilst on tho op- 
posite side there must have been an- 1 
other pointing skywards, representing ' 
tho rising sun: the suit when rising, 
weald shine on the linger of the lat- 
ter, whilst In Betting It would In like 
manner gild the finger of the former 
with Its parting rays. '"But amid all 
these Interesting discoveries tho 
hoped-for treasure; Itself wna .not 
forthcoming, and -the common people 
declared that ihorjirlcsts. must hmo 
secretly made away jvlt,h It. 

But If this spot conceals no shining 
gold, the mere material treasure 
sought for by the people of the year 
1,000 A. O., It nevertheless encloses, 
despite the centuries of ruin heaped 
upon It, an Ideal treasure of art and of 
priceless memories. 

The systematic excavations demand- 
ed by archaeologists and since under- 
taken by tho minister of public In- 
struction have, as has beea said, yield- 
ed tho most satisfactory results. In 
fact, beside an Immense number of 
fragments, and largo blocks of marbles 
adorned with reliefs, the foundation 
walls of the monument have been 
found, bo that It Is quite possible to 
reconstruct the whole In Imagination. 

It apparently consisted of an en- 
closed wall of while marble of ' up- 
ward s or five motws In height, form- 
ing a four-sided figure of 11 by 10% 
metres square. In the Inner space ol 
this enclosure, whoso rioor was paved 
with white marble slabs, still In goodl 
preservation, stood, close to tho wall 
opposite to tho cntraaco, and raised 
on stops, the altar of the deity. It Is 
this beautiful piece of work, frag- 
ments o[ which have been known and 
used Tor a long time past In the study 
of decorntlvo art In the schools. A 
Greok Bcroll separates tho lower from 
the upper half, which latter is of great 
beauty and both as regardB historical 
and artistic Interest Is tho gem of the 
whole monument. A procession un- 
folds Jtsclf of mon, women, priests and 
children, whoso figures, somewhat less 
than life size, appeor la two rows, ono 
behind tho other, those In the fore- 
ground In high relief, those behind 
being only slightly Indicated In rjulto 
low rellof, The whole represents a 
procession moving forward to a sol- 
emn sacrifice. In tho background, fol- 
lowing tho Unco of the procession are 
to be seen temples, tho Identifying of 
which has given riso to much discus- 
sion. In the middle of the enclosure 
a largo door oponod on tho side of .the 
Via Flamlnla, through which was an 
uninterrupted view or the altar, nnd
